These documents have not been previously made public Iby the Citizens 
Commission. An announcement accompanying the documents is entitled "Packet 
#2, Documents 15-24. " Copies furnished the Chicago Bureau of the "Los Angeles 
Times" have been received at the Bureau and have been preliminarily examined 
by the Laboratory Division. The characteristic markings of the Xerox 660 used 
for copying previous specimens were not noted thereon. Neither was there any 
indented writing or watermarks of value. Examination is continuing. There 
follows a brief description of each document: U

DETAILS: On the morning of March 9, 1971, Special 

Agents of the FBI assigned to the FBI Resident 
Agency located in Room 203, County Building, 
Front and South Streets, Media, Pa., discovered upon their 
arrival at approximately 7:40 a.m., that the lock on the 
entrance door had been tampered with and an adjacent door 
leading into the office space had been pried open. Sub- 
sequent examination of the office space revealed that govern- 
ment property, including FBI official investigative reports; 
official FBI memoranda containing investigation, investigative 
techniques, and listing confidential sources; Philadelphia 
FBI Office personnel list; printed material; autographed 
phonograph of FBI Director HOOVER; brief case; and other 
official printed documents, was stolen.

It should be 
noted directly behind this door was a metal supply cabinet

3 feet wide. This cabinet had been moved from its original 
place by the opening of the aforementioned door. This cabinet, 
which had been moved 18 inches on an angle from the wall, had 
what appeared to be an imprint of a right hand on the righc 
side of the cabinet as one entered the door. This imprint 
was processed for latent finger — palm prints, however, none 
were developed.!/ 

It was also observed by SA I I none of the 

office furniture had been ransacked or Upset. In this 
regard the supply cabinet, which contained all types of 
office forms, was not disturbed nor thrown about the rooms 
of this resident agency .U 

Upon examining the five metal, locked, five-drawer 
cabinets, it was determined that the lock cylinders were in 
an '‘open position. "O 

The main drawers to the six desks had been 
forced open as the lock bolt of each desk was found in 
a locked position necessitating the use of a key prior to 
closing these desk drawers. A "tool mark," approximately 
one quarter inch indentation was found on top of each desk drawer 
which houses the lock.U

Several minutes before 8 a.m. on March 9, 1971, 

SA THOMAS F. LEWIS appeared at the Media Resident Agency, of 
the FBI, Media, Pa., which is located on the second floor of 
the County Building, Front and South Streets, Media. This, 
resident agency office consists of five rooms, three of which 
have exterior doors labelled 203, 204, and 205. The normal 
entrance door is to room 203 and the other doors are normally 
permanently locked. 0 

On this morning, however, it was noted that the 
lower lock on the door to Room 203 had been damaged and was 
inoperable. Further, it was noted that the door to Room 2 04 
had been broken open and the doorjamb extensively damaged . (J 

On entering the resident agency space into Room 204, 
it was noted that the two large supply cabinets which were 
immediately inside this door were moved on an angle permitting 
access to the room. O 

The supply cabinets contained various forms and 
paper supplies and none of this material appeared to have been 
missing. 


SA LEWIS immediately went to Room 205 which he. 
occupies as his office. In this room it was noted the five- 
drawer file cabinet had been ransacked and the serials and 
investigative notes maintained in the first three drawers 
were missing. On first observing this file cabinet the lock 
button was out in an unlocked position and several of the 
drawers were either fully or partially opened. if 

On examination it was determined that in addition 
to serials and notes relating to these serials it was noted 
the following items were missing from the third drawer in 
this file cabinet :U 
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Philadelphia Office personnel list 

Law enforcement mailing list 

List of staff of United States Attorney’s Office 
and United States Marshal’s Office, Philadelphia 

Pamphlet entitled, "Correspondence with the FBI" 

It was also noted the desk occupied by SA LEWIS 
had been forced open in such a manner that the lock was 
m a locked position when first observed and the middle drawer 
was open. The only thing apparently missing from this desk 
was a small personal telephone directory having brown vinyl 
cover being approximately 3 inches by five inches in size.U 

oa T r>r t<-» . was noted that on the table directly in front of 
SA LEWIS' desk were a number of booklets entitled, "Directory 
of Students". These booklets reflected the names and addresses 
students enrolled at Swarthmore College over the nast 
several school years. U 

. These booklets were maintained in the third drawer 
xn the file cabinet; however, they were found that morning 
by SA LEWIS on top of the table in a very neat pile. On further 
examination it was noted the only "Directory of Students" 
missing was that for the current school year.U
